Althoug h siimewhat p uzzled as to 
the ex act cause of the g irl’s trouble, 
thev p erformed an (» p eratlon with a 
v iew to reliev ing her ap p arent dis­ 
tressed e.ondltlon. 
It Is said that a 
third p hy sician was also called Int o 
lend assistance and a faint susp icion 
arose In his mind th a t the g irl was 
p racticing decep tion, and th a t her 
trouble was one of a delicate nature. 
He brouclied the subject to her. and 
she stoutly and v ig orously declared 
that such was notthe case. Subse- 
(juentev ents p rov ed, howev er, that 
the latter p hy sician’s susp icions were 
correct. 
Immediate relief not follow­ 
ing , the g irl, fearing the knowledg e of 
her condition m ig ht reach her p ar­ 
ents, who are well to do, made ap p li­ 
cation to the township trustees U» be 
sent away to a hosp ital, ostensibly to 
obtain relief; but, from what fol­ 
lowed, It Is now known th a t it was U> 
hide her shame. 
She comp lained of

Thev 
called on the g irl, who confessed 
ev ery thing , say ing that she had de­ 
ceiv ed the doctors that llrst attended 
her, and they , without knowing , had 
p erformed a criminal op eration. The 
trustees decided to p rosecute the doc­ 
tors. and the child, which was stlll- 
lM» rn. was taken to the otlice and p re­ 
serv ed as ev idence to be used at the 
trial.
